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DEADLY EXPLOSION. 


New York, Nov. 20.—Twen­ 
ty-five persons are believed to 
have lost their lives in an ex­ 
plosion of gas which tore up 
a great section of Gold street, 
Brooklyn, today. It is definite­ 
ly known that fifteen persons 
were buried under the hun­ 
dreds of tons of earth and 
timber that were thrown into 
the air by the explosion, and 
ten more persons are report­ 
ed as missing. The exact num­ 
ber of dead can not be deter­ 
mined 
until

through fifty feet of rock and 
a tangle of pipes and timbers. 
I he explosion occurred In a 
fifty-foot deep excavation that 
had been made in Gold street 
between

streets, where a water main 
was being laid. The gas main 
sprung a leak and in a man­ 
ner unknown a spark came in 
contact with escaping gas to­ 
day. Immediately there was a 
terrific 
explosion 
that 
lifted 
the surface of the street for 
half a block in both directions 
and hurled dirt, paving stones 
and debris into the air.

minutes. The cart driver'looked at him in amusement. 
"Sa\-s Uncle," he-asked, "do you always laugh when 
you 'see coal going into a .cellar?" The negro sputtered 
around for a few moments and then holding his hands 
to his aching-sides managed to say, "No, salt, but I 
jcslbit sis 'Lt'hon I sees it gain' down a sewer." 


The advertiser-'who displays lack of judgment in 


selecting the newspapers which carry his copy often 
confuses the sewer and the cellar. 


All the money that is put into newspapers isn't

tiser. He subscribes to a newspaper which he docs not 
fear to leave about the house. 


Therefore, the respectable newspaper can always 


be counted upon to produce more sales than one wnieh 
may even own a larger circulation but whose distribur 
tion is.in ten editions among unprofitable citizens... 


You can no more expect to sell goods to people 


who haven't money than you can hope to pluck oysters- 
from bteshes. 


It isn't the number of readers reached but the 


number of readers .whose purses can be reached that 
constitutes the value of circulation. It's one thing 
to arouse Iheir attention, but it's a far different thing 
to get their money.
